Q. Why is it asked , Who gave you this Name ? 

A. To mind me of the Duty 1 then promiſed 
by my God-Fathers to perform. 

9. Why was your Chriſtian Name given to 
you 1n Baptiſm 2 

A. Becauſe I was then dedicated to Chriſt,and 
taken into Covenant with him. For the like 
reaſon the proper Name was given at Circumci- 
ſion 3 as to Iſaac, Gen. 21. 3,4. to Jobn Baptiſt, 
Lzh. 1. 59. to our Saviour, Lk. 2.21. 

&H. Why was your Name given you by God- 
Fathers ? 

A. As according to the ancient practice in the 
Zewiſh (a) and Chriftian Church,they became Wit- 
neſſes and Sureties for my better performing 
what was then requir'd of me, (a) Iſa.s. 2, 3. 

What are the Privileges you receive and 
are admitted to by Baptiſm ? | 

A. The Privileges are three, as I was there- 
by made, 1. A Member of Chriſt : 2. The child 
of God : 3. An Inheritor of the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

©. Why are you faid to be made a Member of 
Chrilt, &c ? 

A. Becauſe I was not ſo born (a), but made 
by Baptiſm (b) 3: (a) Joh. 3. 12, 13. As many 
as received him , to them he gave power | privilege | to 
become the Sons of God,—— which were born not of 
blood, nor of the will of fleſh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God. (b) Joh. 3.5, 6. Except a man be 
born of Water, and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the Kingdom of God. That which is born of the fleſh, is 
fleſh, &c. 
©, What is it to be a Member of Chriſt ? 

A. It's to be a member of Chrilt's Church :

12, As the body is one, and bath many 
members, and all the members of that one body, being 
many, are one body : ſo alſo is Chriſt, or the Chri- 
ſtian Church.

A. Becauſe the Church is the Myſtical body of 
Chriſta), and Chriſt is the head (6b) of that body :

9. What is it to be a Child of God ? 

A. It's to be in Covenant with God. So the 

s were the children of God (a), and of the Cove + 
nant (b) : (a) Dent. 14. 1. (b) At. 3.25. 

©; Why are you firſt faid to be a Member of 
Chriſt, and then 2 Child of God ? 

A. Becauſe it's through Chriſt I was made a 
child of God : Epheſ. 1.5. Having predeftinated us 
to the Adoption of children, by Jeſus Chriſt to himſelf. 

©. What 1s it to be an Inheritor of the Kingdom 
of Heaven ? 

A. It's to be fo by promiſe. Thus we are ſaid 
to have what God has promiſed, and which we 
have a title to upon that promiſe : oh. 3.36. He 
that believeth on the Son, hath everlaſting life.

A. The three ſpiritual enemies to my preſent 
welfare and future happineſs. 

©. What are they ? 

A. The Devil, the world, and the fleſh. 

©, What is it to renounce them ? 

A. It's inwardly to deteſt and aQqually to re- 
ze& them, ſo as not to follow nor be led by them. 

©. What is the Devil ? 

A. The Devil is the name of all the fallen and 
loſt Angels (a),ot which one 1s the Prince (b) : (a) 
2 Pet.2.4.. God ſpared not the Angels that ſinned,but caſt 
them down to Hell. (b) Mat. 12. 24, 27. Beelzebub, 
the Prince of the Devils. 

©. Why are you in the firſt place requir'd to 
renounce the Devil £ 

A. Becauſe he is an irreconcilable enemy to 
our Saviour (a), and a very dangerous enemy to 
us (b): (a) Revel. 12. 7. There was war in Hea- 
ven, Michael and his Angels fought againſt the Dra- 
gon,and the Dragon fought and his Angels. (b) 2 Cor. 
6. 15, 1 Pet. 5.3. Tour adverſary the Devil as a 
roaring Lion, walkgth about, ſeeking whom he may de- 
Our. 

Q. What is meant by the works of the Devil ? 

A. All tm: 1 oh. 3. 8. The Son of God was 
manifeſted that he might deſtroy the works of the Devil, 

©. Why is fin call'd the work of the Devil ? 

A. Becauſe he tixlt tlinned(a),then ſeduced man 

to 
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to ſin(b),and doth till tempt to it(c):(a)1 Fob.3.3. 
He that committeth fin is of the Devil ;, for the Devil 
finneth from the beginning. (b) 2 Cor. 1 1. 3. The Ser- 
pent beguiled Eve through his ſubtilty. (c) Eph. 6.11, 
I2., Put on the whole armows of God, that ye may be 
able to ſtand againſt the wiles of the Devil. For we 
wreſtle not againſt fleſh and blood, but againſt Princi- 
palities, &C. ; 

What is the ſecond enemy you are to re- 
nounce ? 

A. This wicked world(a),with its pomps and vani- 
ty : (4a) Gal. 1.4. Who gave himſelf for our ſins,that 
be might deliver us from this preſent evil world. 

©. Why do you call it, this wicked world ? 

A. Not from any evil in the world it {elf, (for 
it was made very good ),(a)but becauſe of the evil 
it tempts to (b);and the evil uſe it's put to by bad 
men : (a) Gen.I.31. God ſaw every thing that he 
had made ; and behold it was very good. (b) 1 Joh. 2. 
I5. Love not the world, neither the things that are in 
8he world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him, Jam. 4. 1, 2, 4+ 

©. What is meant by Pumps ? 

A. Honour and worldly Glory, A. 25. 23. 
Agrippa came with great pomp. 

. What 1s it to renounce the Pomps of this 
world ? 

A. It's to refrain from all immoderate deſires 
after the honour and glory of the world, and 
from all pride and oftentation in what any one 
enjoys of it: 1 foh. 2. 16. The pride of life is not 
of the Father, but is of the world. Phil. 2. 3. Let 
nothing be done through vain glory, but in lowlineſs of 
mind let each eſteem other better than themſelves. 
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9. What do you underſtand by the Vanity of 
this world, which you are to renounce ? 

A. Covetouſneſs (a),or the luſt of the eye, 1 Joh. 
2,16. (a) Ecclef.4.7,8: I ſaw vanity under the Sun, 
there is one alone, and there is not a ſecond, yea, he hath 
neither child nor brother, yet is there no end of all his 
labour, neither is his eye ſatisfied with riches, &c. 
1 Tim. 6.9,10. They that will be rich, fall into temp- 
zation and a ſnare, and into many fooliſh and burtful 
luſts, &c. 

©. What is the third enemy you are to re- 
nounce ? 

A. The ſinful Iuſts of the fleſh, 1 Joh. 2. 16. 
©. What do you underſtand by the ſinful luſts 
of the fleſh ? 

A. All unlawful pleaſures to which we are 
provoked by our ſenſual inclinations, ſuch as un- 
cleanneſs, drunkenneſs, &c. Gal. 5. 19, 21. The 
works of the fleſh are manifeſt, which are theſe, adul- 
tery, fornication, CC.

A. To believe all the Articles of the Chriſtian Faith ?

A. Not otherwiſe than in their uſe ; for they 
remain the ſame in Nature and Subſtance, as be- 
fore, So it's thrice called Bread, 1 Cor. 1 1. 26, 
27, 28, 
©. What is the Body and blood of Chriſt, which 
are (aid to be verily and indeed taken and received by 
the faithful ? 

A. 1. Neyatively, It's not the natural Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, 1. Becauſe the Catechiſm 
faith, the inward part or thing ſignified by the Bread 
and Wine in the Sacr2ment, is the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt : and ſo the Bread and Wine are the 
Signs of that Body and Blood, and not the very 
natural Body and Blood. 2. Becauſe it's faid, 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt are verily and indeed taken 
and received therein by the faithful ; in oppolition to 
Unbelievers, who ( as our Article 2gth faith ) 
Eat not the Body of Chriſt in the Lord's Supper. 

2, I anſwer politively, That by the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt is meant Chritt himſelf , who ſuf- 
fer'd in his Body, and ſhed his Blood tor us. 
John 6. 53, 54, 55, 56. Except ye eat the fleſh of 
the ſon of man, and drink bis blood, ye have no life in 
you, &c, His Fleſh and Blood, That is himl(elt, as 
it immediately follows, v. 57. He that eateth me, 
even he ſhall live by me. 

9. How is the Body and Blood of Chriſt verily 
and indeed taken and received by the faithful in the 
Lord's Supper? | 

A. The Faithful do receive Chriſt (who thus 
ſuffered in his Body, and ſhed his Blood) by Faith. 
As the Fleſh and Blood of Chrift are Chriſt him- 
ſelf, fo Eating and Reccving are the ſame with Be- 

lieving. 
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lieving. John 6.35. I am the bread of life: he that 
cometh to me ſhall never hunger , and he that believerh 
on me ſhall never thirſt, Ver. 51. If any man eat 
of this bread, he ſhall live for ever, Verl. 54. Who ſo 
eateth my fleſh, &c. ver. 56,57. 

©, Are the Benefits we receive by Chriſt another 
thing than his Fl: and Blood ? 

A. Yes ; They differ as much as Chriſt him- 
ſelt doth from the Benefits he hath purchaſed for 
us,

A. Our Souls are ſtrengthned and refreſhed in the 
Lord's Supper, by our belief in Chrilt, that ſuffer- 
£d in his Body, and (hed his Blood for us (a ), 
which is more eſpecially exhibited and ſet forth in 
this Ordinance(b). (a) John 6.35. Feſus ſaid, 
T am the bread of life : he that cometh to me ſhall never 
hunger , and he that believcth on me ſhall never thirſt. 
Verſ. 5r. I am the living bread which came down 
from heaven: If any man eat of this bread, he ſhall 
live for ever. And the bread that I will give is my 
fleſh, which Iwill give for the life of the world. (b) 
1 Cor. 10. 16. The cup of bleſſing which we bleſs, is 
it not the Communion, or participation of the blood of 
Chriſt 2 The bread which we break, is it not the com- 
munion of the body of Chriſt ?
